Measure Which May Affect Janesville

The Baker district option bill will 


now bo re-engrossed and then sent to 
the governor for his approval-. '-It lim- 
its the number of saloon licenses in 
towns, villages,- and cities to 'one to 
each 2,"0- residents and gives the resi- 
dents of any district of .from 100 to 
750 inhabitants the right, to prevent 
by remonstrance the licensing-of any 
saloon in such-district. 
The-remon- 


strance must be signed by at least a 
majority of the qualified electors of 
.he district. 
The boundaries of the 


district must conform 'as nearly as 
possible- to precinct, ward or legisla- 
ive district lines"and be not--more 
than four times as long as it is wide. 
Slocks used 'for business purposes or 
one-third of.the. lineal feet of which is 
levotecl to business purposes can not| 
be included in'such-districts.

once.being marie prohibitive districts! 
no s.ilbons can lawfully be licensed -in 
them until • the prohibition has been 
•cmovcd by .petition .of a. majority of

matically. At present' the strain to 
which a bridge.. is subjected by high 
speed trains is necessarily largely a 
.matter of estimate 
or pure 
guess- 


work,'- since engineers arc practically 
without any experimental data. Since 
the speed of a train determines from 
25 to 30 per', cent of' the- total strain 
caused "by tho train load, the. im- 
portance .of a more exact determina- 
tion is evident, and is well appreciat- 
ed by -bridge engineers. The greatest 
uncertainty now .exists 'in regard to 
the exact amount of strain from mov- 
ing trains. 
The results of the use of
